"Dr. Aycock pointed out that ft 
somewhat similar problem confronted 
science when the diphtheria germ was 
first Isolated and finally it was found 
diphtheria serum could be made from 
the blood of the horse. 

"The Infantile paralysis germ Is 
tbo small to In* detected even hv the 
uio3t powerful microscope,'* Dr. Ay- 
Cock said, ‘ but Its presence w r as 
proved by evidence of growth. He 
denied that an infantllo paralysis 
epidemic existed. lie pointed out 
that in Massachusetts there lias been 
ono-fourth the number of cases re¬ 
ported this year as compared to 1916. 

“Parents need not worry,” ho said. 
“Fatalities from automobile acci¬ 
dents nro far greater than the num¬ 
ber caused by this disease. Many 
children who have once had the dis¬ 
ease will not have It again."

In his first statement on his "mys¬ 
tery wheat” which he Ih developing 
on his farm near Wtmbly, Alberta, 
Herman Trello, world wheat nnd oats 
king, reveals the new grain Is being 
especlallly developed for harvesting 
by combines. 

These aro features of mystery 
wheat: The straw stands sllff even 
under light snow; the head does not 
shatter; It retains tho kernels in u 
fast grip, even under adverse weather 
conditions. . 

The grain ripens a fortnight earlier, 
enabling It to stand In tho field until 
dead ripe, without damage from 
frosts, thus providing Ideal grain for 
simultaneous cutting and threshing. 
Til© yield nnd quality equals that of 
the Marquis variety. 

Trelle Is still developing the new 
wheat but hopes by the end of next 
season to have it accepted officially 
so that fanners all over the West 
may start growing it.

English Is Common 


Speech Of Millions 


Sheep Raising As a Side Line On the 

Prairies 

Although tho farmers of tho pral 
rle provinces will probably continue 
indefinitely to depend upon grain 
growing as their main source of rev¬ 
enue there are several lines of work 
which fit In admirablly with grain 
growing and provide an extra source 
of revenue. One of the best of these 
sidelines for tho prairies, according to 
E. Van Nice of tho Scott, Saskatch¬ 
ewan. Experimental Sutton, is sheep 
raising. Many farmers aro realizing 
this and the number of sheep in the 
three provinces is increasing. They 
prove particularly hclplful to the in¬ 
come when tho main crop is found 
wanting on account of seasonal condi¬ 
tions. The two sources of revenue 
from sheep, namely, wool and lambs 
make the proposition doubly attrac¬ 
tive. 

Sheep are useful as a channel for 
marketing low grade whole grain and 
for gleaning stubble fields. They ap¬ 
preciate a Varied ration, howtver, and 
In districts where alfalfa or clover 
; hay Is plentiful those should bo used 
as roughage for the breeding stock 
In conjunction with straw, but good 
results have been attained at Scott 
when oat straw was the only rough- 
age fed. Probably the most satisfac¬ 
tory method of getting a start with 
sheep is to purchase a few grade owes 
and use pure bred rams. If the farmer 
has had no' experience with sheep lie 
should start with a small number. 


Taught To School Children Of Almost 
Every Civilized Country 

At a recent meeting or the Royal 
Society of Literature, attended by 
prominent literary men of Great 
llrltaln and the United States, the 
use nnd misuses of certain English 
words and national differences of 
pronunciation were discussed. One 
outcome was the decision to take 
steps to form an "International Coun¬ 
cil for English.” This council would 
consist of fifty llrliish members and 
fifty members from the United States. 
It would investigate disputed usages 
of words and study "Americanisms 
and Anglicism.” 

The proposul that an international 
council for English be formed 
directs attention once again to the 
spread of the use of that tongue 
throughout the world. The various 
dialects of Chinese are spoken. In¬ 
deed, by more people than is Eng¬ 
lish. On the other hand the written 
language of the Chinese Is so diffi¬ 
cult to master that learned men In 
that country have been striving to 
simplify It. Spanish Is the tongue 
of an increasing population in South 
American states. Russian Is the 
language of about 150,000,000 people. 

1 English has been carried by settlers 
to North America, Australasia nnd 
Africa. It has long been the language 
I of a world-wide commerce. In 1801,

Safety Measures Necessary To Lessen 
Number Of Automobile

It was freely admitted at the open¬ 
ing session of the 14th annual conven¬ 
tion of the Good Roads Association 
of Canada at Niagara Falls recently, 
that In the past few years there had 
been an appalling Inciease in the 
sacrifice of human life due to tho 
automobile, and this In mind Hon. 
George S. Henry, Ontario minister of 
highways, appealed to the gathering 
to make “safety first” the keynote of 
the convention. 

H. S. Carpenter, deputy minister of 
highways in tho province of Sas¬ 
katchewan, stressing the fact that de¬ 
velopment of roads had followed that 
of the province generally, said there 
were now some 7,300 miles of road¬ 
way In Saskatchewan supplying some 
450 market points, as compared with 
4,000 In the neighboring provinces. 

I'he Speaker extended an imitation 
to the Good Roads Association to 
bold their next annual meeting In 
Saskatchewan.

The general adop¬ 
tion of this machine would probably 
bo the most revolutionary factor ever 
introduced into Canadian agriculture. 
Briefly, it eliminate!* the operations of 
bundling, tying, and stooking, and 
threshes tho grain as it goes along. 
Its possible effect may bo judged 
from the fact that at harvest time the 
Canadian West finds It necessary to 
import about 50,000 additional work¬ 
ers, and the number naturally rises 
with the Increaso In cultivation. 

As one of the world's leading agri¬ 
cultural countries, Canadian methods 
are extensively adopted and the pro¬ 
duct of implement manufacturing in¬ 
dustry finds its way into nearly every 
fanning country of the globe. This 
business may bo expected to extend 
to the reaper-thresher in certain di¬ 
rections and further swell a growing 
trade. The value of farm implements 
exported from Canada in the last fis¬ 
cal year reached $17,112,947, as com¬ 
pared with $13,G28,3ll in tho previous 
year, $11,342,712 In 152125, nnd $6,- 
878,752 in 1920. *

In or¬ 
der to ensure that tho displays will 
reflect the utmost credit on the beo- 
keeping industry, the judges (will have 
tho right to disqualify any entries 
that are not attractively presented, 
without considering the quality of tho 
honey.

I. Tho Despondent Prophet, versos 
9, 10.—Elijah's reaction after his 

great exaltation was most natural, ns 
every one must realize from his own 
experience. The ebb follows tho high 
tide; depression succeeds exaltation, i 
the lire died down within Elijah's soul, 
the situation In Israel seeming hope¬ 
less. Ho Bought a cave on Mount 
Horeb, and there was made aware of 
God's "listening ear and sympathizing 
heart/’ There Is nothing unreal In 
his meeting there with God, for "tlie 
prophet Is own soul, Inspired by the 
God within him, Hhaped It in his 
imagination" While meditating there 
ho was brought to face the question 
of his own motive in withdrawing to 
the wilderness; "What does thou 
here, Elijah?" Should lie answer that 
he had run away from Jezebel? That 
he was utterly discouraged, and had 
perhaps purposed giving up Ms work 
on tho mount which he thought of us 
especially "the mount or God?" 

"The llrst step In waiting upon Got! 
Is always self examination, the uncov¬ 
ering of our inmost heart, the laying 
ourselves naked before God’s eyes. 
Ills Spirit cannot breathe itself Into 
us while wo are preoccupied with mo¬ 
tives of our own. The soul must first 
bo swept clear by confession. What 
doest tliou hear, Elijah? Examine 
yoursellf; review your life; face the 
facts, facts without and facts with¬ 
in; know yourself; and then when 
all subterfuge, all subtle hypocrisy, 
all self-delusion Is done away, the 
ear may at length be open to hear the 
voice, not of your own will, but of 
God’s." 

Elijah could honestly answer that 
lie had. been very Jealous for Jehovah, 
the God of hosts. Our words jealous 
and zeal are of kindred origin, and 
may be traced hack to the Greek word 
which means boiling. To be jealous 
for some one Is to be burning with 
zeal for that one's Interests. Elijah’s 
whole life was marked by Ills zeal for 
God. The necerslty for his zeal lay 
in the fact which is next related, that 
the children of Israel had forsaken 
God's covenant, had thrown down his 
altars and slain His prophets with the 
sword. He thought that all hope of 
reformation of tho people was lost, 
for the prophets were the only ones 
who could bring about a change for 
tlfo better. "And I, even 1 only, am 
left," he wailed; "among the faithless, 
faithful only he." as Milton puts It. 
Moreover, Ills life, the life of the 
only living prophet, was in danger. 


possibilities of tbeso deposits or 
bituminous sands have been con¬ 
sidered with more and more atten¬ 
tion, but It is only during the pre¬ 
sent season that they have been glv 
en a practical t*«t of any conse¬ 
quence.

It Is esti¬ 
mated that when economies are made 
in the system of loading the raw ma¬ 
terial at McMurray it will he possi¬ 
ble to reduce the cost laid down at 
Edmonton to approximately 55 cents 
for a square yard two inches thick, 
and tills, according to Mr. HaiWow, 
will enable Alberta to build the best 
and cheapest roads on the continent.

Prince of Orange, that he knew a 
man who could eat 20 of its dinners, 
as substantial as they are admitted 
to be. The landlord accented the bet, 
only to lose It, Henry, in four bouts, 
consuming 10 pounds of beef, IS 
pounds of potatoes, and six pounds of 
cabbage, together with the other gar- 
ntsliings constituting the menu of 
steak pudding, potatoes, cabbage and* 
gravy. 


Emits Radio Waves 


Italian Professor Says He Has 
Secured Photographic Records 
Professor Ferdinnndo Cazzamall, of 
the University of Milan, who two 
years made the startling assertion 
that the human braiu emits radio 
waves, now claims to have photo¬ 
graphic records of these emanations. 

A paper describing Ills experiments 
was lead in Paris before the interna¬ 
tional Congress for Psychic Research 
which opened here recently. 

Prof. Cazzamall wrote iliat in order 
to make Ills studies more complete 
in regard to the psycho censorial 
phenomena of the brain he had con¬ 
structed an apparatus containing a 
sensitized plate. Subjects in a state 
of hypnosis were placed, one after the 
other in a room with this apparatus 
and later it was found that the sen¬ 
sitized plates were marked with lines 
and blotches. These markings, the 
professor contends, correspounds to 
the thoughts of the subjects, being 
more or less straight as the subject 
was more or less of nervous tempera 
ment. 

The phenomena, he added, were nut 
found in persons of unsound mind. 


Ex-Kaiser Predicts 


Distribution Of Peonies 

The Mount Royal Peony Fields Dis¬ 
tribution Committee of Montreal, 
officially announces that a movement 
is on foot to send blooms of Peony 
roses every July to the other coun¬ 
tries of tlie world. Two years ago 
these peonies established a record 
when 10,000 blooms were sent to 
Wembley and won the Royal Horticul¬ 
tural Society’s Banksian medal. 


More Terrible War 


Photographs taken in infra-red, 
yellow, and ultra-violet light seem to j 
show that the planet lias an atmos¬ 
phere of considerable depth, though 
much rarer than that erf the earth. 
Other observations show that the 
density of the surface atmosphere of 
Mars cannot he greater than it is 
eleven miles above tho surface of our 
own planet. 

While Mars cau be observed to ad¬ 
vantage by tho telescope only in al- j 
ternate years, and then for only a 
few months at a time, Jupiter can 
he observed all the year round, al¬ 
ways presenting an interesting sub¬ 
ject of stud?, except for a few weeks 
when it is too near the sun to be seen 
to advantage. 

Jupiter has many curious light and 
dark belts that Ho parallel to its equa¬ 
tor and seem to be formed of denser 
vapours than their surroundings. The 
planet is spinning round on its axis 
once every 9 hours 50 minutes at its 
equator and every 9 hours 55 minutes 
in its higher latitudes. Objects at the 
equator are carried round at the rate 
of 30,000 miles an hour, or eight miles 
a second compared with 1,000 miles 
au hour, at the earth’s equator. 


When Making Repairs 

If called upon to change a tire or 
make a minor car repair while on the 
highway, one should remember to pull 
entirely off the road.

Italy Now Using Steam Energy For 
Industrial Purposes 

To engineers It has long seemed 
a gross waste that the tremendous 
energy of volcanoes should not be 
harnessed and put to work. 

Already means have been found 
whereby steam from subterranean 
sources rati be utilized for Industrial 
purposes, says the Dearborn Indepen 
dent. In Italy electricity derived 
from volcanic heat Is sent over wires 
to Florence, Leghorn, Piomhlnn, ana 
other cities and towns for light and 
power. 

In Bolivia the government has 
granted a concession for the use of 
steam front Mount Tntio. in the Sud 
Lipez district, near the Chilean fron¬ 
tier. The volcano is to be made to 
drive turbine engines which are ex¬ 
pected to electrify all the Bolivian 
t all roads. 

Tito wells are bored usually to a 
depth of about four hundred feet, and 
are lined with Iron tubes eight to 
sixteen inches in diameter. At. the 
mouths of the puffing holes, both na¬ 
tural aud artificial, the pressure of 
steam remains always the same, year 
after year, the subterranean heat sup¬ 
ply being apparently inexhaustible. 
Nowadays the water la evaporated in 
huge lead lined pans, beneath which 
live steam fresh from the depths is 
conducted through roils of pipe. 

Boring for steam has been going 
on for more than a year near the 
crater of Kilauea, on the Island of 
Hawaii; but the rock is basalt and 
extremely hard, so that the drills 
have not penetrated very far. it is 
said that the scheme in that locality 
does not promise well. But the 
Hawaiian Government is working on 
a plan, seemingly practicable, for 
making bricks of molten lava from 
the Kilauea crater. It is proposed to 
extend a trolley across the crater, 
carryiu^an endless chain of buckets, 
which would scoop up the liquid lava, 
carry it to the rim of the fiery hole, 
and pour it into molds. 


Instructions As To Best Methods To 
Bs Used • 

No poultry intended for eating 
should be marketed without being 
fleshed. The easiest way to do thin 
Is by crate feeding, and detailed, in 
structions for making the crates aro 
given in a bulletin on Preparing 
Poultry Produce for Market, available 
at the Publications Brnnch of tho 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa. 

The grains most commonly used In 
crate feeding aro com, oafs, barley 
and buckwheat, or some of their by¬ 
products. but whatever Is used should 
be finely ground. Whole grain should 
never be given. Com produces a yel; 
low fat, therefore It Is advisable to 
use it with caution where white skin 
is in demand. An excellent mixture 
consists of equal parts of corn, oats 
and buckwheat. 

In crate feeding the use of sour 
milk is indispensable where high 
quality is an object. The birds are 
not only fond of feed mixed with 
milk, but can take more of it, and 
can stand heavy feeding for a longer 
time when It Is used. The milk is 
mixed with the finely ground grain 
In about the proportion of three 
pounds of in Ilk to two of grain. This 
makes a rather thin mash. The birds 
aro fed all they will eat twice a day, 
ahd any food that is fed should be re¬ 
moved Immediately so as to keep tho 
appetite keen. It is customary to 
mix a mash feed ahead so that fer¬ 
mentation may begin before it is fed. 

Cockerels especially should be 
crate fed before marketing. It will 
also pay to finish the pullets and hens 
the same way when they are sold for 
eating. Two weeks may ho sufficient 
thne to crate females, but cock¬ 
erels may be fed for thro# 
four weeks to advantage.

French Experts Find “Glozel 

Writing*” Are Not Authentic 

At a meeting in Paris of the Ae&; 
demy of Inscription the "Glozel Writ¬ 
ings" discovered three years ago and 
believed to be man's "first alphabet" 
were denounced as fakes. The denun¬ 
ciation was made by Camille Julian, 
an authority on the Gallo-Roman era, 
and Reno Dussand, the academician 
appointed to make a special inves¬ 
tigation. 

The famous writings, which were 
brought to light at Glozel, near Vichy, 
were declared by the finders to be 
the work of Neolithic man, thus pro- 
sent Ing the contention that the writ¬ 
ing originated hundreds of centuries 
before the period generally accepted 
by scientists. 

For some tLmo the authenticity of 
the inscription was not questioned. 
There was merely disagreement as to 
its age. MM. Julian and Dussand 
now declare they found many good 
'reasons to suspect the "discoveries," 
citing as examples the objects had 
been recently disturbed, the lack of 
human bones, pictures of reindeer, 
which did not exist In Franco, and 
finally that a fee of four francs was 
being charged for admission to the 
property where the "find" was made.

Air Mail Service In Yukon 


Former Two Weeks Trip Will Be Cut 
To Five Hours 

The monoplane Queen of the 
Yukon, a sister ship of Col. Lind¬ 
bergh’s famous plane, arrived in Van¬ 
couver after a flight from Los An¬ 
geles which included numerous stops 
t*u route. The machine, piloted by A. 
Crulckshank, former Royal Air Force 
lieutenant and former member of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, car¬ 
ried four passengers, including ono 
woman and an infant. 

Tho machine will bo shipped North 
to be used in air mail and passenger 
service to link up White Horse, Mayo, 
Dawson and other Yukon points dur¬ 
ing the winter.

Factory Employees 
Get $800 Per Day 

On Wednesday at 12 o’clock 
midnight tne first load of lieets 
wqpe nin into the chopper, arid 
the mammoth mechanism at the 
factory began its third Annual 
•agar-making campaign with 2500 
tons of beets in the. shed. Tile 
run will last about 60 days. 

Beets are being delivered to the 
factory at the rate . of about 900 
tons a day. . Figures as to average 
yields are not yet available, but 
indications point to heavier crops 
than last year, and an increase in 
sugar content. 

Employees numbering 200 about 
35 of whom are girls, due to short¬ 
age of male labor, are required for 
the three shifts.' Their salaries 
aggregate more than $800 per 
day. 

The last bag of last year’s sug¬ 
ar left the warehouse two weeks 
ago, and this huge building is now 
ready to receive its new supply. 

The company's market at pres¬ 
ent extends only throughout this 
province, as the aim is to widen 
the sale of pure Alberta sugar no 
faster than can be supplied the 
year round.
